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advertisements have been transmitted; said reporting being 
accomplished during the continual repeating of steps (c) 
through (e) , such that said importing is in real time of 
users viewing the advertisements and the adjusted profiles 
being redefined. X 

28. A method as claimed in Claim 27 wherein the step of 
reporting includes displaying to sponsors of the 
advertisement, characteristics of the adjusted profiles 
each time /the profiles of target users is redefined, such 
that sponsors are able to view in real time the 
advertisements becoming better targeted. 



REMARKS
